Adrais  County  is  situated  in  the  second  tier  of  counties  north  of  liissouri 
and  is  the  third  county  east  of  the  Uissouri  River,     Ori/^inalljr  it  v/as  a  part 
of  old  Des  Iloines  County.     In  1851,  Adcaas  County  was  one  of  50  counties  vrfiich 
were  estahlished  at  that  tiiue  by  the  State  Legislature,     It  v/as  named  in  honor 
of  John  Adai.iSj   the  second  President  of  tlie  United  States,  l/ 

The  first  white  raan  to  make  a  permanent  settlement  in  the  county  iras  John 
WalterSj  rrho  settled  about  two  miles  south  of  Quincy  in  1849. 

The  county  xms  organized  in  185o.     The  site  selected  for  the  county-seat 
was  nanod  Quincy^   in  honor  of  the  sixth  President  of  the  United  States,  John 
Quincy  Adajas,     The  counter-seat  remained  at  Quincy  until  1872  when  an  election 
resulted  in  i:n.oving  it  to  Corning,  which  had  been  laid  out  in  1855. 

The  early  development  of  the  county  i/as  greatly  influenced  by  a  large  col- 
ony of  Icarians  (French  Socialists),  who_,   in  1860,   purchased  about  3,000  acres 
of  government  land  near  the  East  Fodaway  Pdver=,     They  came  from.  Nauvoo,  Illinois, 
where  they  had  located  after  the  Korm.ons  left  that  city.     The  colony  xras  strictly 
socialistic,  believing  in  cormnon  ovmershlp  and  equal  participation  in  labor  and 
its  productso     This  community  continued,  with  varying  success,  until  dissensions 
among  the  members  brought  about  the  dissolution  of  the  colony  in  1878.  2/  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  one  of  their  number.  A,  Piquenard,  was  the  architect 
of  the  State  capitols  at  Des  Moines,   lov/a  and  Springfield,   Illinois.,  s/ 

The  first  railroad  built  i/ithin  the  limits  of  the  county  was  the  Burlington 
and  lEGSouri  River  Railroad.     This  vras  finished  to  Corning,  August  23,   1369,  and 
extended  to  Villisca  during  the  same  year»     This  railroad  is  now  a  part  of  the 
Chicago,   Burlington  and  Quincy  Railroad  System..  4/

427  squc.re  mles.     The  total  acreage  of  the  county  is  273,280,   of  which  262,  966 
acres  are  listed  as  ferm  lands,  5/    There  are  12  tovmships,   each  practically  6 
miles  square^  6/    It  ranks  sixty-fourth  in  the  State  in  point  of  area,  sharing 
this  place  T.dth  Henry  and  Union  counties,

The  average  temperature  for  30  years  (1900-1930)  vi&s  49,0  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  43  years  (1087-1930)  in  this  county  v^as  52*45  inches, 
and  the  groidng  season  averaged  156  days  beti-reen  the  killing  frost  dates  of 
May  3  and  October  6,   recorded  from  1892  to  1930.  7/'

In  1934  and  1936,   both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estim.ations  of  corn  yield 
on  s.creage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  T.^ould  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking 
and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  loirer  yielde  This 
separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the 
total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked.

table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer 
yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  m.ay  legitimately  be  multi- 
plied       the  acreages  sho^-'n  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  countyo 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shovm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  e^aial  in  all  utilizations .     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields  are, 
therefore,    consistent  in  all  years  erccept  1934  and  1936o
